WASHINGTON — President Clinton or- 
dered round-the-clock aid flights to Zoirets 
border area Friday, saying the desperate 
migration of millions of Rwandan refugees 
threatened to become “the world's worst 
humanitarian crisis in a generation." 

• Clinton said the United .States was under- 
taking an immediate on'd massive increase 
in aid. He' authorized more than $100 miN 
lion for military airlifts of medicine, food 
and water, bringing the total of U.S. aid for 
the Rwanda crisis to $250 million since 
April.

About 4,000 members of the American 
military will be involved in die relief cnbn, 
according to a senior Defense Department 
official , who spoke on condition of 
anonymity. The official said they would be 
there for at least several weeks. 

Abdut 1,000 soldiers will provide securi- 
ty fbr air transports and supplies. The rest 
will include logistics experts, mcdicol 
crews, cargo handlers and water delivery 
teams. More than half of the U.S. force is 
to operate out of a major airfield at En- 


tebbe, Uganda, which is quickly becoming 
the hub for incoming supplies. The rest will 
be posted at the refugee camps at Coma 
an.d Bukavu, Zaire. 

Relief supplies will be flown from U.S. 
lair bases in Germany to Entebbe and trans- 
ferred to smaller planes for flights to air- 
fields in Zaire near the camps. 

"It is, in fact, a race against time and 
there’s no luxury to be sitting on our hands, 
and we don’t intend to do that," said Gen, 
John Shalikashvili, chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Stair. ' 

Disease and malnutrition in the sprawl- 
ing refugee comps are claiming one life ev- 


ery minute, the president said. An outbreak 
of deadly cholera has killed hundreds. 

While some private aid experts have crit- 
icized the U.S. response as inadequate, 
Clinton said. "From the beginning of this 
tragedy, the United Stoics has been in the 
forefront of the intcmolional community's 
response.” 

While the United States has pledged, fur 
more money than any other nation. France 
took a lead role by deploying 2,500 troops 
to Rwanda to prevent further massacres of 
civilians. The United States does not intend 
to assign soldiers to any U.N. peacekeeping

Area women 
travel far 
for abortions

TWIN FALLS - Even if Planned Parenthood Asso- 
ciation of Idaho decides in two years to establish wom- 
en’s health core clinics in Twin Falls and Hailey, those 
clinics may not offer abortion services. 

Unless, of course, officials determine there is a need 
for those services, said Jeanette Germain, comrnunica- 
tions coordinator for Planned Parenthood in Boise. 

"Until wc assess, wc have no idea," Germain said. 
"We’d certainly consider it.

concerns us that women don’t have access." 

Planned Parenthood announced Thursday ii will be- 
gin providing pre-teens and teens, sometimes along 
with their parents, sexuality education in Twin Falls 
and Hailey. After two years. Planned Parenthood's 
board of directors will 'decide whether clinics with fees 
based on ability to pay should be established. 

Last year, 21 1 women living in the eight-county 
Magic Volley area received induced abortions, accord- 
ing to the Center for Vital Statistics in Boise. 

Eighty were from Twin Falls County, and 54 were 
I from Blaine County. Cassia. Jerome and Minidoka 
I counties each -had 21 residents who had abortions last- 
I ycar/ whilc Godding had 10, Lincoln had three, and 
I .Comas had one. , ■ 

The, only induced abortions performed last year in 
the Magic Valley were 124 in Minidoka County, ac- 
cording to the center Idaho for Choice in Rupert, 

I which advertised that it performed outpatient abortion 
services up to 14 weeks after conception, has apparent- 
ly closed. 

Germain said Planned Parenthood is a pro-choice - 
not a pro-abortion - organization. When pregnant 
women seek Planned Parenthood help, they get infor- 
mation about prenatal care and adoptions as well as 
abortions, she said. 

"We have to assist them in making decisions, and 
abortion is one of the legal decisions," Germain said. 
"We present all the options equally. It’s obviously the 
woman’s decision, not ours." 

Planned Parenthood of Idaho only operates a clinic 
in Boise, and abortion services arc not performed there.

Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D-Moss., 
the eommiltee’s chairman, or^ed that 
point heatedly, often raising his voice.

Why-does- piz-- 
za Hut frccload when others pay for 
your employees health care costs?” he 
asked. 

He called the difference in policies 
abroad "an unacceptable double stan- 
dard." 

Huston said Pizza Hut has created 
4 1 ,000 new jobs and 1 ,700 new restau- 
rants in America over the past five 
years. In Germany, he says, the 65 


restaurants have bccn-unprofitablc for 
10 of the past 11 years, despite in- 
creased revenues. 

He said the franchise in Japan has 
yet to make a return on investment, dc- 
-spite sales ofovcrSl-million a year.- 

In America. Pizza Hut contfibutes to 
the health insufanee of its sajaried 
workers. It offers a basic health insur- 
ance plan to its hourly woricers at about 
$44 a month. But the company does 
- not contribute for the first six. months, 
and then only'lo additional benefits, 
not the basic package. 

, Huston came to Washington ‘at 
Kennedy's request. Kennedy also 
ask'cd the presidents of PepsiCo, which 
owns Pizza Hut, and McDonald’s. The 
other corporate chiefs did not appear. 

Huston said Pizza Hut, which has 
more 235,000 workers, was being “un- 
. fairly singled out for criticism."

WASHINGTON — The government had a 
$15.2 billion- surplus in June, new evidence that 
the budget deficit for the year is likely to be much 
smaller than earlier estimates. 

- The-Treosury Department-said Friday that for- 
ihe first nine months of fiscal year 1994, which 
began Oci. 1, the deficit was SISO.l billion. That 
compares to $201.2 billion for the same period 
los^ear. 

The Clinton administration last week lowered 
. .its budget deficit projections for this fisul year to 
$220.1 billion, down from a $234.8 billion esti- 
mate made in February. ■ 

The deficit for all of last ycarwas $254.7 billion 
and hit a record $290 billion in 1992. 

Private economists say the administration’s lat- 
est projection could still be high. Many predict a 
deficit of around $200 billion this ycaf.

LOS ANGELES — O.J. Simpson 
told his story in body language os he 
strode into coyrt,' signaled thumbs up_ 
to, his supporters and exuded'a'confi- 
dence unseen since his arrest on mur- 
der charges. 

it was a reborn Simpson at Friday’s 
arraignment, no longer the dazed de- 
fendant who could barely utter his 
name at his first court appearance a 
month ago. Here was the OJ. his fans 
had known and loved for dcMdcs — 


a man who looked, like a winner. 

When the door from his holding 
cell opened, and the TV camera 
rolled, it was clear that Simpson 
knew he was on. Asked for his plea in 
the June 12 slashing deaths of ex-wife 
Nicole Brown Simpson, 35, and her 
friend Ron Goldman, 25, the former 
sports stv and actor delivered his one 
line with feeling; "Absolutely, 100 
percent not guilty." 

He smiled- He clapped his attor- 
neys on the shoulders and shook their 
hands. And wheii' there was a deci- 


sion to be made on accepting the 
judge assigned to the case, defense 
lawyer Robert Shapiro conferred with 
Simpson before answering yes. 

Nattily attired in a black suit and 
red tie,- the 47-ycar-old Simpson ap- 
peared s tronger physically, no longer 
shuffling in and out of court os he had 
during a preliminary hearing. 

From the front two rows of the 
courtroom, the victims’ families 
Avkched the proceedings. SimpsoQ 
did 'not acknowledge them but turned 
toward the spectator section on the 


way out of the courtroom and gave 
the thumbs-up sign to a group of sup- 
porters. 

They smiled and waved. 

Simpson's more confident de- 
meanor was the latest signal that the 
defense is preparing an all-out legal 
battle to prove that Simpson is an in- 
nocent man who was wrongly ac- 
cused of murder. 

Also entering the case Friday is Su- 
perior Court Judge Lance Ito, who 
was selected to preside over Simp- 
son’s trial.

Thursday’s shipment of gasoline 
and diesel oil was the first to arrive 
since a new army-installed govern- 
ment took over in late May. 

It was the first time authorization 
for such aid-related oil .shipments - 
was held up, the official said on 
condition of anonymity. Five previ- 
ous shipments were promptly autho- 
rized and distributed, she said. 

The Foreign Ministry refused to 
comment about the delay.

Grazing’s importance debated

■ TWIN FALLS - Western economists 
generally agree that doubling federal 
grazing fees will pul some ranchers out 
pf busincs.Sjj3ui_disag{ec on whc^cr the 
Twonomy wouldiufrcr. ' 

"(It) would not, in any sense, have any 
real impact on the agricultural economy." 
said Tom Power, chairmon of the eco- 
nomics department at the University of 
Montana in Missoula. 

Power said peraonal income in Idaho 
. would decrease by only four-tenths of I 
percent if grazing on fcdcral 'lands was 
eliminated completely. 

The question has bwn debated fiercely in 
recent years and has once again taken center 
stage as ranchers have protested Range Re- 
form '94, a Clinton administration effort to 
double grazing fees on federal land. 

Power’s study of Western rangeland 
economics was completed earlier this 
year. Similar fcdcral studies of Magic 
Valley rangelands reveal that grazing 


produces a fraction of the area’s agricul- 
tural wealth. 

The Bureau of Land Management, in 
its resource plan for the Bennett Hills 
north of (he Snake River, maintains that 
grazing on BLM land generates less than 
one-nfrieth of the area's farm earnings. - 

Grazing on BLM land in the rural ogri- 
cultural counties of Lincoln. Gooding. 
Camas and Jerome produces only 1 .6 
percent of the area’s total farm earnings, 
the BLM reported. The BLM lands also 
directly account for 1 .6 percent of the 
area’s total form employment. 

Still, if a federal proposal to double 
grazing fees is approved, then the nurn- 
ber of cattle on federal rangeland will di- 
minish. said Neil Rimbey. a range 
economist with (lie University of Idaho 
Extension Service in Caldwell. 

Rimbey cited a study by the University 
of Nevada and Texas A&M. According 
to that research, a 100 percent increase in 
federal grazing fees would lead to a 14.5 
percent reduction in grazing in federal 
lands. Rimbey 'Said. 


"I’d defi'nitely soy thot’s on the low 
side." headdeJ. 

As for the cfTect of a 1 5 to 20 percent 
federal grazing reduction on Idaho cattle 
ranching industty. Rimbey wos^eluctont 
to draw conclusions. 

. "That’s the S64.000 question he soid. 
adding that more analysis is needed to 
quantify the impact of higher federal fees 
on Idaho’s cattle economy. 

Range Reform ‘94 seeks to raise graz- 
ing fees to S3.96 per month for every 
cow-colf pair; currently, federal fees are 
less than S2 per month. Grazing fees for 
a cow-calf combo on Idaho state lands 
arc pegged at S4.53 per month. • 

By contrast, landowners typically 
charge more than SIO per month for a 
cow-calf pair on private land. • 

According to Rimbey. the Extension 
range economist, public land forage in 
Idaho is worth S3 to S5 per month for a 
cow-calf pair. 

At the heart of the debate is that, in 
many eases, low federal grazing fees

TWIN FALLS - The City Council contin- 
ued to tinker with the 1994-95 city budget Fri- 
day morning, voting to keep property tax in- 
creases under 5 percent. 

The council also voted lo modify the 
salaries and benefits of city employees. 

A draft budget will be published next 
month. The city still mu.st hold public hearings 
before approving a budget for the fiscal year 
beginning Oct. 1 . 

Under the state's Truth in Taxation laws, the 
city would have to advertize any proposed 
property ur;.increa.se of more ihan 5 five per- 
cent before approving it. 

To do so, however, the city will lose out on 
about S62.400 in expected revenues. The 
city’s preliminary SI 9.9 million budget re- 
ficctcd a net surplus of S303.217. After the 
council finished iw review of the budget Fri- 
day. that surpluLS dropped to about $62,500. 

TTie biggest chunk taken out of the surplus - 
and the chunk that provoked the-mosi conflict 
among council members - went lo pay raises 
for city employees. 

The council voted 4-3 Ho recommend a 4.5 
percent cost-of-living raises and merit increas- 
es for employees. A two percent increase in 
employee salaries already had been included 
in the budget figures. 

Councilmcn Chris Talkingion. Lunce Clow 
and Jeff Gooding thought a 3.5 percent raise 
would have been cnough.of a salaiy increa.se . 
to keep up with inflation. Talkingion. Clow 
and Gooding are the three newest council 

members - each elected last fall. But Mayor

Last year, city employees were given a 3 
percent raise in October and an additional 2

By a 5-2 vole, the council took an $1 1.672 
bite out of the total budget requests for travel 
and training expenses of city employees. Tlie 
council decided to limit ihosir expenses to 
$125,000 fbrall of the departments. 

Added up. the city’s department lie;id.s had 
a.Hked (or about $74,900 in travel money and 
almost $62,000 for costs of training ses.sions, 

Talkingion was one of the two council 
membere to oppose the travel cap (Frantz was 
the other), even though he had iniiiutcd the 
discussion, trumpeting the need for tighter 
controls over employees' use of travel funds, 

Talkingion wanted to reduce travel and 
training costs even further to a total of only. 
$96,000. 

In its reView of the budget, the council also 
took out a proposed part-time ofticc aide job. 
The extra work is - and might still be oble to 
be - handled by a secretary for the city parks 
and recreation department, city officials ^d. 

The remaining budget surplus, which is esti- 
mated at $62,500, would be placed in an al- 
ready existing contingency fund of $150,000 
to be used for uncxpccl«l expenses during the 
fiscal year. 


Water planners get an earful of public’s concerns

TWIN FALLS - Idaho water planners 
got an earful Thursday when they heard 
what the public wants from a water man- 
agement plan for a 29,000-squarc-miIc 
chunk of Idaho that includes (he Eastern 
Snake River Plain Aquifer and it’s surface 
■ tributaries. 

About 35 people turned up at the College 
brSbuth-c'rn'ldaho”to”spcUlrth'c'ir'niind~ 
about “holistic” water management, aquifer 
protection, radioactive contamination of 
groundwater, rebuilding Teton Dam, and 
where to find enough money to pay for it 
all. 

Gathering public input "is the most im- 
portant step in the whole process," said 
John Olson, lead planner for the Idaho De- 
partment of Water Resources. Thursday’s 
meeting was the sixth, and final, forum for 


public Involvement in the p.lan’s focus; 
anyone else who wants to offer ideas 
should contact Water Resources directly. 

Twin Falls Canal Company Manager . 
Vince Aibe^i- was the first person lo pipe 
up at Thursday night’s meeting. He said 
that Idaho’s water has been fully appropri- 
ated. and no more appropriations should be 
permitted. 

Albcrdl also urged Water Resources to 
protect supply sources for existing water 
•rlghts.'Spccificallyrhc’askcd'forcncctivtr- 
enforcement, not just planning. 

Local attorney Gory SIcttc, whose fiim 
represents AlbcnJI’s company, asked plan- 
ners lo consider the cumulative effects of 
groundwater pumping on surface water 
flows. 

Another ottomey. Terry Uhling, of the 
J.R. Simplot Co., asked if there was enough 
money to study the aquifer - and find out 
how much water it holds. 


"Until we determine how much (water) 
we have, it’s hard to tell if we’ve over-ap- 
propriated it or not," Uhling said. 

Pon Campbell, of the Idaho Aquaculture 
Association, urged more public education 
□bout the relationship between groundwater 
and surface water. 

“There needs to be an energy plan that 
dovetails with this." said Buhl environmen- 
tolist Bill Chisholm. He also recommended 
that the long-term, environmental and cco- 
Tibmic sustainability of water-use be a cen- 
tral priority. 

Twin Falls resident Brett Barry suggc.stcd 
thot groundwater beneath the Idaho Nation- 
al Engineering Laboratory be closely moni-' 
lorcd for radioactive comaminalion. 

It’s also important lo know where water, 
'beneath the INEL is hooded, added 
Clarence Bcllcm of Rupert. 

V Rebuild Teton Dam. urged Jake Prudek 
ofBuhl. 


“Just because they made a mistake once 
doesn't mean it couldn’t be put in." Prudek 
said. The Bureau of Reclamation dam col- . 
lapsed in 1976, killing 1 1 people and caus- 
ing $400 million in damages downstream 
as far os American Falls. 

Before the public comments. Olson ex- 
plained that the first steps toward writing a 
new comprehensive plan were taken in 
1993; it will likely be 1997 before the final 
plan is adopted by the Idaho Legislature. In 
the meantime, there will be plenty- of other 
public meetings on the topic, he .said. 

The central priorities of any water man- 
agement plan arc lo protect existing rights, 
ensure optimal economic development, al- 
low for minimum stream flows to protect 
aquatic life, and safeguard drinking water 
supplies, said Bill Graham, head of Water 
Resources' planning department. 

Once adopted, the plan will be updated 
every five years.

Ospreys bank 
on no high 
pop flies 

COEUR d’ALENE (AP) — 
Two ospreys have found a 
home at a city softball field, 
and their nest isn’t exactly in 
the cheap scats. 

From, high atop a light pole, 
the birds'ean see all the Helds 
at McEuen Field. 

The raptors began arranging 
twigs and branches atop the 
lights in May and now seem 
comfortable with their home, 
despite the glare of the lights 
and athletic commotion below. 

‘Tve been here at night 
games and the lights don’t 
seem to bother them at all." 
said Angela Danna, whose sis- 
ter plays safiball at the fields. 

The nest has drawn the at- 
tention of nearby workers who 
spend their breaks gazing at 
the brown and while birds 
"ihTough'Hrioculars: " 

"It’s like having wildlife in 
your back yard," said DcAnn 
Lloyd, a records clerk at the 
nearby city police station. 

The birds, which primarily 
eat fish, have close access to 
’nearby Lake Coeur d’Alene. 
The ospreys hover above the 
water, swoop down and catch' 
their preyby plunging their 
talons below th^urface of ihe 
water. 

Chicks ha^’t been spoiled 
but likely arriving in ihe nest, 
said Dave Smeer, a biologist 
for the IdahdDepariment of 
Fish and Camp. 

It takes about two months 
for the eggs to hatch and the 
chicks to start testing their 
wings, he said. 

The birds will migrate south 
for the winter, but may return 
to the same roost next year, he 
said. 

“I just hope they don’t catch 
a high pop fly," Lloyd said.

Karns enjoyed driving and found 
that many employers didn’t mind his 
disability onccjhey realized he was 
dependable. 

In the. mid-1960s, he moved to 
Rathdrum and worked in mills and 
as a truck driver. He was retired and 
doing wood work to supplement his 
Social Security income when the bus 
driver position became available. He 
has recorded 2,582 volunteer hours 
since he started in June 1992. 

Karns frequently worked 12-hour 
days picking up veterans from as far 
away as Wallace.

Foreman gets another, even more 
incxptieable, shot at the heavyweight 
title Nov. 5 when he meets Michael 
Moorcr for the WBA and IBF ver- 
. sions of the split crown. 

His credentials for getting the title 
fi^t? Certainly not a loss to Tommy 
Morrison in his last bout, followed 
by a year of sometimes questionable 
fight analysis for HBO. ' 

The 45-year-oId Foreman will be 
the opponent for Moorcr’s first de- 
fense for one reason: He can still sell 
tickets. 

‘Tm not going to hear that stuIT. 
I'm not going to lake it,” Foreman 
said Friday as he and Moorcr got to- 
gether, ot the MGM Grand resort to 
hype tlic fight. "The public hasn’t 
seen anyone whip me. That's why 
they’ll buy this fi^t." 

Seven years after he began his 
first comeback. Foreman makes an- 
other comeback against Moorer, 
who won the heavyweight titles in 
April with a 12-round decision over 
Evander Holyficld. 

While it's the same old Big 
George, this time he comes prepared 
with a new shtick. The cuddly fight-

Sigei cut more than 6 seconds off fellow 
Kenyan robes undicki s old record, cmdlckl 
set the old standard here lost year with a time 
of 26:58.38 os he became the first man in histo- 

to break the 27-minutc barrier for the gruel- 
ing race. 

Dennis' Mitchell turned in another sterling 
performance, leading from the start to win the 
lOO in 9.94 seconds for the second fastest time 
of the year and a new Bislett stadium record. 

Mitchell’s tirhe was just nine hundredths of a 
second off the world mark that fellow Ameri- 
can Leroy Burrell set recently at Lausanne, 
Switzerland. 

Jon Drummond, who beat World and 
Olympic champion Linford Christie of England 
in London a week ago, made it a U.S. double. 
Burrell, preparing for the Godwin Games in St. 
Petersburg, Russia, did not race. 

Sigei, who was second behind Ondieki here 
last year in 57:16.81, broke away from the 
pack with nine laps left of the race, held in 
near-perfect weather conditions. 

With five laps left, Sigei was still a second 
-off the split time Ondieki had a year ago. But 
Sigei, cheered on by a sellout crowd of 18,270, 
finished the lost laps with a blistering pace.

Tlic suit also accuses the majority 
owners, led by Warriors president 
and managing partner Dan Finnane

stantial bonuses" to themselves, and 
of doubling Finnanc’s salary to

Cohan's lawyer, William 
Drgcketl, confirmed the details of 
the Chronicle article Friday. The 
suit is scheduled to go to trial in 
October. 

Finnane, who has run the team' 
since 1986, called the suit "frivolous

But Cohan said in an interview,

■ "New World Order." 

This week, an Idaho priest called the 
document "gibberish." 

"These charges are old aS.t]ic hills, old as 
the hills," said Father Dennis Falk, the Vicar 
General of the Diocese in Boise, adding that 
he heard similar charges growing up in the 
1940s. "This is the same old tripe."

Published, by .Heralds of Truth, a non- 
profit religious' organization, based in 
Puyallup, Wash., the tabloid doesn't name 
its authors or its denominational 
afllliations. However, it touts several tenets 
of.Scventh pay;iAdvcntisl timology and 
carries advenisemehts for two books. "Tlic, 
Great Controversy" and “The Desire of the 
Ages," written by SDA founder Ellen 
■White. 

In addition to attacking Catholicism, the 
tabloid offers readers “The Bible Study 


Companion Set” for "only S39.95 U.S. 
postage paid." 

Repeated ottempts to reach the authors of 
the publication were unsuccessful. Tlicrc's 
no phone listing for '‘Heralds of Truth.” 

Opposition to Catholicism is hardly'a new 
phenomenon in the United States. Anti- 
Catholic laws once flourished from the East 
Coast to Oregon. Republicans branded their 
opposition as the party of "Rum. Romanism, 
and Rebellion." And, as late as, I960, many 
said John F. Kennedy was unfit to serve as 


president because ofhi.s membership in the .■ 
Catholic Church. 

Since Vatican |l, however. Catholic-*- 
Protestant animosities have cooled. During 
the Reagan administration, the .United States 
government began sending an official 
representative to the Vatican. Conservative 
Catholics and ”bom again Christians” have 
also begun working together on a number of 
social and political issues. * 

In March of this year, leading Catholic 
and evangelical leaders called for an end to 
aggressive proselytizing and for -a 
recognition of the common points of belief 
• shared by both bodies.

But with the publication of "The 
Haldcman Diaries" (G.P. Putnam. $27.50), 
by H.R. Holdeman, wc now see that 
Graham was much more than a trusted 
adviser and prayer partner for Nixon.

Retirement crisis worsens for nuns, priests

Roman Catholic religious orders 
have postponed retirement for some 
nuns and priests and may have to cut 
back on charitable work because 
they’re more than $6 billion short of 
what they need id take care of mcm- ' 
bers in their old age. — • 

Inflation, rising health care 'hosts’ 
and a graying membership sent the 
retirement lial)ility for 103,000 men 
and women in U.S. Catholic orders 
soaring $1.4 billion to $6.37 billion 
since 1991. according to a 1994 sur- 
vey of 825 orders. 

The financial crisis has forced 
some orders to postpone retirement 
for nuns, priests and brothers and de- 
mand higher salaries from dioceses 
for work once done for a pittance. 

In addition, orders must decide 
whether as many nuns and priests 
can continue to do charitable work 
— in soup kitchens and homeless 
shelters, for instance — instead of 
seeking higher-paying teaching and 
administrative jobs. “Where it hits 
the road in the local order is who’s 
going to work in mission, and who’s 
going lo wprk in something that ... 
has something to do with mission, 
but also brings in money," Dale 
Kent, a partner in the Arthur Ander- 
sen accounting firm who led the sur- 
vey team. saiuMonday. 

In building the Catholic Church 
into the nation's largest, nuns and 
priests from religious orders typical- 
ly worked up to 80 hours a week in 
schools, parishes and hospitals. 

In return, they were given minimal 
compensation, relying on an infor- 
mal pension system in which 
younger members of the order sup- 
ported older priests and nuns who 
were no longer working.

Onicc found that 3 percent of nuns 
were under age 39. compared with 8 
percent as recently as 1985. The per- 
centage of members ages 80 and 
above increased from 14 percent to 
22 percent since 1985. 

Many orders have put in place re- 
tirement planning programs, but 
fewer than 10 percent of the orders 
have adequate retirement funding, 
the survey found. 

And the $150 million contributed 
in special collections at Catholic 
Masses in recent years has been of 
only limited help in closing the 
deficit. 

Kent said congregations have to 
go beyond traditional fund-raising to 
methods such as lobbying dioceses 
to pay nuns and .priests from reli- 
gious orders the same salaries they 
pay lay workers. 

But the old ways — including 
what one nun called "the God-will- 
providc mentality’’ — arc proving 
hard to change.- ' 

Sister Margaret Cafferty, execu- 
tive director of the Leadership Con- 
ference of Women Religious, said 
bishops and dioceses have been 
slower than expected to rcsirond 
wilh higher wages. 

In a 1993 survey, only 31 of 156 
dioceses responding said they gave 
men and women from religious or- 
ders the same solaries' th'ey paid lay 
people. 

Some orders have become more 
aggressive in seeking government 
fundirtg and foundation grams for 
their work, while others rotate chari- 
table assignments, said Sister Laura 
Reteks, ossociate director of the Tri- 
Conference Retirement Office. 

“Wc also need to be rnaltstic as to 
how many people wc can afTord to ' 
have in those lower-paying posi- 
tions,” she said.

Ministers face tough standards 

CHARLOTTE, N.C. — Ministers arc no dif- 
ferent from the people they preach to. but a thera- 
pist says being held lO a higher standard is driv- 
ing some people out of the pulpit. 

"The pastors arc supposed ip be the rock, that's 
what many people look to,” said ClilT Parker, re- 
gional and program director for Rapha Treatment 
Centers. “They have a leadership position, but 
they’re still human beings." 

One minister- decided to walk away because of 
thepressure. 

■ The Rev. Lane Hurley of Matthews resigned 
his pulpit at Matthews United Methodist Church, 
one of the largest congregations in the state. He 
cited the toll his ministering has taken on his 
health and family. 

Hurley, 44, said he can no longer endure 1(H)- 
. hour weeks and caring for 2.7(H) members at the 
expense of his wife and family. /

counselors, visionaries, enablers, social workers,” 
said Hurl^, who was not at church on a recent 
Sunday when a' United Methodist official broke 
the news to members. "It becomes difficult to 
balance everything." 

Hurlcyisaid neck surgery and marital stress 
helped convince him it was time to permanently 
leave the pulpit aficr a decade during which the 
church tripled membership and began q $7.5 mil- 
lion-plus'biiilding expansion.

News of Micliaclian and DibaJ 
being killed this month, along with 
■ the unsolved murdcr-of Hovsepi- 
an-Mchr in January, shocked and 
saddehed their denominations in 
the U.S. And it has alarmed hu- 
man rights watchdog agencies.' 

Expressing "grave concern" 
about the deaths 'and -’’fears for the 
sAi»iy of other church leaders in 
lran!”'London-bascd Amnesty In- 
ternational has issued an urgent 
action appeal. 

It summons members around 
the world to write to Iranian au- 
thorities, urging them to investi- 
gate the murders, make public 
their methods and findings, and 
protect other church leaders. * , 

"Our intent is to bring world- 
wide pressure. Wc’rc contacting 
leaders who have the power, to af- 
fect change," said Ellen Moore of 
Amnesty International’s U.S. ur- 
gent action program office. 

As in previous human rights ap- 
peals for Baha’is being persecuted 
in Iran, letter-writers arc provided 
names and addresses of Iranian 
ministers of foreign affairs, interi- 
or and justice, os well os President 
All Akbar Hashemi Rafsanjani. 

A similar message was sent lo 
'Ali Besharati, Iran’s minister of 
the interior, by the Middle East di- 
vision of New York-based Human 
Rights Watch: 

"Failure to provide a satisfacto- 
ry account for these killings can 
only fuel suspicion that the Inmian 
authorities have some complicity 
in, or are tolerant, <of these 
crimes.”.

designated a .shrine to "The 
Miraculous Icon of Our Lady of
